Reading carefully verses 17, 18 and 19 It 
seems ns if Samuel's very soul was 
stirred within him .tt the people's in- 
gratitude and foolishness, and ns If he 
yearned to persuade them by reminding 
them of th*- wonders God hud wrought 
for them and for tbeir fathers ; and 
without doubt even now here was a 
chance to confSFs their wrong In fl«ilrlng 
a king and to decide for Jehovah, hut 
bcca'j!!o- they wsmfHl in Irf- like other 
nations they held out. 

God's Way and God's Time. 

It was at this great assembly that It 
was to be known whom Ood had chosen 
for I heir king, so wc can imagine with 
u'liat great curiosity nnd exeltement all 
the tribes had met together, but notice 
how the declaration was made. By (rlbes

THE SlnghaleBe people, who are 
the real natives living In Ceylon, 
are deseended trom an ancient 
race of wild warlike people who lived 
In this little Island hundreds of yeara 
ngo. ■ 

The early Inhabitants were called 
"ZakkhoB," or demons. Some of the 
Singhalese klnga who reigned over 
Ceylon before the Portuguese took the 
Island employed these "Zakkhoa" as 
they called them, to build rock temples, 
make tanks and carve huge Imaees of 
Buddha. 

Even up to this day the ruins of 
several temples are to be seen. Though 
many of them were deetroyed, they 
were rebuilt affaJn. These kings were 
very cruel to the poor natives. 

There was no proper form of govern- 
ment and the kine did as he pleased, 
women and children whose husbands 
disobeyed the royal commands were 
drowned In a lake, or tied hands and 
feet and thrown in the Junsies (or wild 
beasts to devour. The last of the 
Blnehalese kings, Slri Wlckrama 
Raja SIneha, got the wife of a man 
who had been executed, to pound the 
heads of her little children In a mortar, 
lashlnE her with a whip If she was slow 
with her work. What horrible cruelty I 

Thor w«ra Seattuaa. 

The Singhalese people are all Budd- 
hists— that Is, worflhlppera of Buddha— 
and are very dark and superstitious. 
For instance, when a person gets sick. 
Instead of (ralllns n rtocfo!-. they ha'.S s. 
devil dancing ceremony, offering food 
nnd flOM'ers '.a the devil and InvQkliig 
him to cure the slek person. 

The dcvll-dancers dresa and paint 
their bodies and look very hideous, ae 
with drums and reed Instruments they 
make a big "go" of It till morning, 
only to And that the person Is worse 
or dead. 

They are very fond of drinking 
"drrack." Arrack Is a very strong 
kind of liquor and makes one tipsy 
when taken too much. "When the 
eocoanut palm puts forth Its llower it la 
tapped and cut. A pot Is then huni; 
to the end, and within a few weeks 
when taken down It la filled with a 
sweet liquid sap called -toddy.'" This 
Is boiled and after a process of fer- 
mentation, to which tobacco and other 
baneful drugs are added. It beeomei" 
"arrack." A bottle Is sold at the rate 
of 7Be. 

The Portuguse took «eylon first from 
the Singhalese, the Dutch then became 
masters of the Island until it was 
taken posBcaslon of by the British, In 
1H16.

Only one English 
officer and his wife wiih two Lieuten- 
ants held meetings In u deserted build- 
ing. They had to suffCT a great deal. 
The Buddhists did not know what sort 
of people these new cumers were who 
wore red and yellow cliith and walked 
bare foot. The devil did his best tp 
drive the Army out of Ceylon, but the 
power of God prevailed and, glory, we 
got the victory. By deRrees they 
came to know us more, and our ob- 
jects, when they became more friendly.

They love their children 
much, and often when born dedicate 
them to Buddha, as we do little ones 
under the BIood-and-Fire to God and 
the Army. The Junior war, praise God, 
Is going ahead in Tanka. The Jungle 
corps of the Interior of the Island have 
nice meetings weekly and It's blessed 
to see the tittle onca, unce Buddhlsl, 
testify to Jeaufl' power to save and 
keep.
